Yes, we have paid particular a t t e n ­ 
tion to the habits of bees, especially 
bumble-bees. Only one day last week 
we learned a beautiful lesson about 
bees that will linger with us till we 
are old and gray.

Tho the situation of the farmers i 
tar from ideal, the average cond tion 
of the American 
farmer has im­ 
proved near y ten per cent durin 
the past year. 
The revised estimates of the de­ 
partment of agriculture show that 
1923 crops had a total value or near 
ten billions of dollars, an increase of 
more than a billion in on* year. 
Totiil value of exports of principal 
agricultural 
products 
from United 
States for eight months ended on 
February 29th, 192*f, was $1,308, 
338,000, as compared with $1,233,- 
716,000 for the same period durin 
the preceding year, an increase of 
six per cent. 
In a recent statement, th** depart 
ment ot agriculture sajs: “The gen 
eral agricultural outlook for 192 4 
indicates that farmers are undertak­ 
ing a normal production program. 
It is apparent, however, that agri­ 
cultural production this year will 
still be attended by difficulties aris­ 
ing from high w a g e s and costs o‘ 
other natures. 
‘‘Domestic demand for agriculture 
products is at a high level. Fore gn 
markets, on the whole, seem likely 
to maintain about the present level 
of demand.”

Two Families Use Gas 
With Different Results 
Two families of the same size using 
natural gas will often have a marked 
difference in the gas bills. One fam­ 
ily will burn twice as much gas as the 
other, and have double the amount to 
pay for what is really no more service. 


In one, gas will be burned in the range when 
there is nothing cooking, the burners will 
be turned on full at all times, and the water 
in the tank will be kept boiling. 
In the 
other family the gas will be lighted only 
when the cooking is ready; the flames will 
be regulated by the valves, and the water 
will be kept hot, but not allowed to boil. 
Possibly, too, the burners will be kept cleaner 
and the water tank covered with heavy in­ 
sulation. 
One will get his heat remarkably inexpensively; 
the other will pay twice what he needs to 
pay for the service. 
One may be well 
satisfied with the service; the other may 
complain.
